All three 
conceptions are, strictly, symdo/s of a state of being which 
eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, neither hath it entered 
into the heart of man to conceive. ‘The great fact on 
which our faith rests, the reality of the supernatural 
world, is objectively real, but the forms under which we 
picture it to ourselves are necessarily imperfect. I 
believe it would be true to say that, of those three 
modes of envisaging the eternal world, the first, that of 
place, appeals most to religious feeding ; the second, that 
of time, to the wi//and moral sense; the third, that of 
permanent substance as opposed to fleeting shadow, to 
the intellect. . . . Let us have no scruples in throwing 
ourselves into the work to which the Church of the 
twentieth century is manifestly called by Gopn—the 
progress towards a civitas Dei here on earth. ... We 
all know in broad outlines what a perfect Christian 
civilization would be like. . . . We need not be afraid 
of losing sight of the next world by living for our own 
and the next generation. ‘The land that is very far off, 
and those who are gone thither before us, will never 
seem nearer to us than when Christian charity, in its 
most concrete practical form, has become the ruling 
principle of our lives. ‘“ We know that we have passed 
from death unto life,” says St. John, ‘‘ because we love 
the brethren.”

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PENITENCE AND PROGRESS, 
A Sermon. 


UR subject to-night is Penitence and Progress ; and 

by way of text we may well take the Fifty-first 

Psalm, so familiar to us as one of the Penitential Psalms, 

perhaps—we might almost say—vrhe Penitential Psalm ; 

the one of which we are reminded throughout Lent by 

the phrase in the Lenten collect borrowed from it— 
new and contrite hearts. 

Penitence ; and Progress ;—these two might seem at 
first sight to have but little connection with one another. 
In fact, so far from being connected in any way together, 
they might seem almost to be opposed to one another. 

On the one side, some one might say: What is all 
this talk about Progress? ‘There is, or may be, such a 
thing as secular progress,—scientific discoveries and in- 
ventions and all the apparatus of an up-to-date civiliza- 
tion ; but what is it all really? is it not, in its deepest 
truth and reality, a distraction from the things that 
really matter, from the spiritual life, from religion? 
Progress—-so-called—is in opposition to religion, to 
penitence and faith and fellowship with Gop. Thus 
some might say. 

On the other side, it might be said that Progress 
means (as indeed it does mean) something very much 
more, much nobler and higher, than mere elaboration 
of secular civilization. Progress is the advance of 
humanity towards the fulfilment of Gop’s Purpose, 
towards the Kingdom of Gop, towards the New Jeru- 
salem. Reforms in the organization of society—these 
are the outward signs of man’s spiritual and moral 
advance, the signs of our greater conformity to the 
Will of Gop. It is in this that Progress consists, the 
surrender of ourselves to the grace of Gop. And, having 
this view of Progress, some of us say to ourselves, or 
finding ourselves thinking, Is not penitence a distraction 
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from progress? Does not penitence waste our time and 
our energy? When we ought to be pressing forward in 
Gop’s service, eager for the hastening of His Kingdom, 
fired with the enthusiasm for getting the Will of Gop 
really to dominate in human affairs, what is this talk 
about penitence? why be continually harking back and 
thinking about sin? We want to be fighting the powers 
of evil, not sitting down and bewailing our sinfulness ;— 
that in itself adds another sin ! 

And when it comes to expressing penitence in the 
fifty-first psalm, our difficulty increases; the language 
seems far too strong, altogether exaggerated. Are we 
murderers that we should say—deliver me from blood- 
guiltiness ! 

Thus some of us might say if we really said all that 
was in the bottom of our hearts. 

Perhaps we have felt this, but have scarcely liked to 
admit it even to ourselves. We may have thought that 
there was something wrong in ourselves ; and feeling 
thus conscientious perhaps we have tried to work our- 
selves up into religious emotion, in order that we might 
take part properly in the devotions of Holy Church. 

But no good comes of such forced and unnatural 
efforts ; and much harm may come from them. 

It is worth while, therefore, to see how we can fit in 
penitence and progress together. And surely few things 
could be more disastrous than for these two to fall alto- 
gether apart. Yet that is what seems quite likely to 
happen unless we make some effort to fit them in 
together. 

We have to discover, then, tat penitence is all in 
line with spiritual and moral advance : it is no temporary 
turning back on one’s path, no retracing of one’s steps ; 
it is itself a step forward, a step in progress. And we 
have to discover, too, how we can, without a sense of 
exaggeration, without any unreality, make the language 
of the fifty-first psalm our own. 
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It is here that scholarship will help us. Biblical 
scholars and critics, or some of them at any rate, tell us 
that this psalm, like certain others in the Psalter, is a 
national psalm. ‘The meaning of that is, of course, that 
it is not the utterance of an individual speaking only 
with reference to himself: it is rather the utterance of 
the nation, of Israel, as a corporate unity, or—if you 
like—of an individual Israelite who has so completely 
identified himself with his people that his personality 
has become merged in his nation as a single whole: the 
“1”? who speaks is not any given person, but Israel ; 
and the psalm is a cry to Gop wrung out by the tragedy 
of the destruction of Jerusalem by Nebuchadnezzar. 

From the Second Book of Kings, from the Book of 
Lamentations, from the psalm “ By the waters of Baby- 
lon ”’—from these and other records we can imagine to 
ourselves something of what the feelings of the Israelites 
must have been when Jerusalem was destroyed, when 
“it pitied them to see her in the dust,” when they 
were carried off to exile, when they remembered Zion 
and sat down and wept. | In this catastrophe the prophet 
Jeremiah had seen the judgement of Gop upon the sins 
of Israel, upon the cruelty and unrighteousness that 
prevailed. How plain, then, becomes the original mean- 
ing of the psalm! Israel, languishing in exile, bearing 
the punishment of sin, cries out to Gop to have mercy 
after His great goodness, that the bones which He has 
broken may rejoice ; Israel in exile prays for the restora- 
tion to Palestine, the rebuilding of Jerusalem ; then once 
more shall begin the solemn worship in the Temple ; 
and the smoke of the sacrifice shall ascend to heaven, an 
offering acceptable to the Lorn. 

But if that is the meaning of the psalm, you say, what 
ineaning can it have for us? How does all that make 
it any easier for us to combine penitence with progress ? 
how does it help us to get rid of the sense of unreality 
and exaggeration? Does it not even take away from us 
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the meaning that we did find in it? ae not the psalm 
become associated with personal spiritual religion, and 
where does this national interpretation help us? 

It does help us, however, and it gives us a new wealth 
of meaning without robbing us of any of the old. 

The thought we want is this: in proportion as we 
grow in spiritual life, as we enter more and more into 
the spirit and mind of Curist, we thereby at the same 
time grow in love for others, in sympathy and compas- 
sion. ‘Those two words,—sym pathy, and compassion,— 
they both mean, do they not? suffering with others ; as 
we grow in grace, in love for our fellows, we come to 
feel their sufferings our sufferings, their wrongs our 
wrongs, their hopes our hopes, their failures our 
failures, their achievements our achievements ; yes, and 
even their sins our sins. 

When the prodigal son was in the far country, who was 
it who bore the burden of his sin, he or his father? Was 
it not the father? And when to-day a mother sees the 
child of many prayers fall from grace, is it not she who 
feels the disgrace? In a word, is it not true that as we 
have within us the Mind of Curisr to that extent we 
become identified with others? And if so, we ought 
to be able to use quite naturally a psalm such as this, a 
psalm which is the cry to Gop of the community as one 
whole. We can say it conscious of our identification 
with, our membership in, our Church and Common- 
wealth ; we can say it taking into our hearts the hopes 
and fears, the sins and distresses, of our neighbours near 
and far, known and unknown, claiming, with them and 
for them and us, Gon’s great goodness and the multitude 
of His mercies. 

Thus it is that those of us who are concerned about 
progress, who think about the power of evil in our 
midst and the havoc that it works, who think about the 
wrongs of society and the injustice and cruelty in the 
world,—we can find that to say a penitential psalm is 
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itself a step forward in spiritual and moral growth ; we 
can find that penitence is itself a part of progress, because 
it helps us to realize more vividly that if one member of 
the body suffer all the members suffer with it, because it 
increases our sense of solidarity and corporate responsi- 
bility which is the very life-blood of true progress because 
it develops within us a greater conformity to the Mind 
of Curist, the Will of Gop. 

We can see now, too, the answer to the difficulty 
about the exaggerated language, as it seemed at first 
sight : “ Deliver me from blood-guiltiness,O Gop.” If 
we take this view of the psalm, we do not need to have 
committed murder before we can say this without un- 
reality. We are to think of our corporate participation 
in sin, that blood-guiltiness in which we allshare. What 
is that ? you are asking ; what blood-guiltiness do we all 
share in? You need not really ask ; but I will remind 
you of just two out of many things. You all know how 
many lives are lost amongst us every year through causes 
that might easily have been prevented, that were not pre- 
vented, to our disgrace, our corporate guilt. We—the 
general public—are all of us together responsible for the 
deaths of the babies that are born to die in a few weeks 
or months because they are born into conditions where 
they cannot live. ‘That appalling death-rate is part of 
our blood-guiltiness. 

Or think of the coal-mines of our country; there, 
every working day, four or five colliers are killed at 
their work, and five hundred others meet with more or 
less serious accidents. Four or five lives lost in coal- 
mining every day ! and—notice—it is a fact that prac- 
tically every risk which exists in mines could be got rid 
of were it not for the requirements of profit-making. 

Well may we pray, then, that Gop may deliver us 
from blood-guiltiness : for we are all involved and im- 
plicated in social sin. 

When we hear of things such as this last mentioned, 
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when we think of the injustices in society, we feel some- 
times an indignation and wrath, which makes us waste 
our time and strength, it may be in some passionate 
outburst, angry and violent, or else,—with persons of a 
diferent temperament,—in a pessimistic sullen brooding. 

Neither of these things really contribute very much to 
the cure. It is not the wrath of man that worketh the 
righteousness of Gop. In the sins in society we are to 
see, writ large, the sins we know but too well within 
ourselves. We are to turn that indignation and wrath 
back upon ourselves ; we are to use it as a lever to raise 
our souls to Gop ; here, we are to say, is social wrong-_ 
doing in which J, directly or indirectly, am implicated : 

what am I doing to bring it to an end? what contribu- 
tion am I making to its abolition? These are the 
questions we must ask ourselves. It is with ourselves 
that we must be indignant and discontented, for being 
so apathetic and complacent, for having achieved so 
little. 

The new and contrite heart for which we pray day 
by day in Lent, the contrite heart that Gop will not 
despise, is a heart into which the sorrow and guilt of 
the world have entered; a heart which, so far from 
being complacent and apathetic, feels the wrongs done 
by others to others as a disgrace inflicted upon itself. 
And to pray for such a heart is to pray that Gop may’ 
renew a right spirit within us, that Gop may inspire us 
to greater zeal in His service and the service of our 
fellows. 

It is indeed the Spirir and power of Gop that we 
need: it is He who must build the walls of Jerusalem ; 
and the fifty-first psalm is a cry to Gop from sinful 
suffering humanity; it is a prayer that He will be 
favourable and gracious towards us, inspiring us to do 
His Will, creating in us the Mind of Curisr, leading 
us by penitence in the way of progress to the City 
of Gop.

THEOSIS OF LABOUR. 


An Aspect of our Redemption in Christ. 


(The following theme was written by the Vicar of St. Mark’s, 
Leicester, for the Painter before the initiation of the work.) 


HE Church of St. Mark, Leicester, stands in a town 

of 244,255 souls (1909 estimate), of whom the 

greater number belong to what are termed the “ work- 

ing-classes.” St. Mark’s is one of the chief working- 

class parishes of the town, and contains (1909) towards 
15,000 souls. 

In this parish there is represented all the tragedy and 
pathos, shame and horror of modern social conditions— 
infant mortality, child labour, under-payment or sweat- 
ing of men and women, decadence of physical life, con- 
sumption, premature death, and a general low vitality, 
together with an almost complete absence of beauty and 
a dire lack of the graciousness and glory of life. 

Therefore, in any scheme or design for decorating 
the sanctuary—the Holy of Holies—of this people’s 
church there should be depicted (1) not merely Cheru- 
bim and Seraphim; (2) nor upon the other hand, 
merely the realism of the people’s life—furnaces, facto- 
ries, machinery, and physical poverty with its results— 
but rather there shall be depicted or symbolized :— 

The Travail and Tragedy of Labour; by which 
phrase is meant the suffering of the proletariat or 
“‘ working-classes”? pre-eminently but not only. For 
the travail and tragedy of Labour is part of the “ fallen” 
state of our whole race, and not of individuals or of 
classes only. This tragedy effects the proletariat chiefly, 
so far as poverty is concerned, but it affects and degrades 
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all Labour whatsoever—working men, working women, 
and children, artists and art, worship and the priest- 
hood, merchants and commerce, scholars and physicians, 
prince and peasant—for all and everything are marred 
by the organization of society as we know it. 

The Curse of Mammon.—The root cause of this 
travail and tragedy of Labour is the organization of 
society and commerce for the pursuit of riches, not for 
service and for good; for mammon and gold, and not 
for Gop. The lust ox gold is the ultimate source of 
almost every industrial horror. ‘“ The love of money is 
a root of all evil.” 

The Divine Pity sees this—the tragedy and its cause 
—and therefore He reveals His mind and will in the 
Curisr—the New Man—who demonstrates that Labour, 
like all human life, can be redeemed by Love, and by 
Love alone. 

This Redemption of Labour by Love can be effected 
only by sacrifice. For Love must penetrate the depths 
of this Hell, to purge it and transform it. The element 
of suffering is already there—involuntary, brutally 
enforced, hopelessly endured. Love, though it sees, 
nay because it sees this horror and knows this shame, 
submits to enter therein, to transform the evil by good, 
until at last Labour becomes what Gop intended—a 
free service of fraternity, rather than a repulsive, hateful 
task, enforced by the lash of the whip, or by the cruel 
spur of “ competition ” instigated by the lust of gold or 
by the pang of hunger. 

Thus at last—through love and fraternity, realized 
in the re-ordering of society—Labour, freed from its 
shackles, stands forth noble, upright, beneficent, glorious. 

This, Liberated Labour renders a Free Service 
and a Pure Offering of which alone can be said, 
“Work is Worship ”—“ Laborare est Orare.” 

Then, and only then, is the life of Labour os Be 
the Kingdom of Gop—part of it, interwoven with it, 
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consecrated and strengthened by it, one with it—when 
organized society, accepting industry and labour as 
spheres of brotherhood, build therein the altars of love 
in Curist. Then, and only then, it will be true for us, 
as once it was for the apostolic Christians, “ neither 
were there any that lacked”; then, and only then, will 
excessive riches on one side, and attenuated poverty on 
the other, with all their tribe of attendant evils, pass 
away, and there shall be a divine community, the city of 
Gop, and the brotherhood of man. 

This will be the Triumph of Labour; not merely 
of the proletariat, and of the manual crafts, but of the 
liberal arts ; for all shall be one in Curist Jesus, Who at 
length shall reign in Industry, as in His Church, over all 
supreme, and to Whom every kind of labourer (each in 
his vocation and ministry) shall render homage, making 
of his work a pure offering of fellowship and love, unto 
Him Who is Himself the 

Apotheosis of Labour, the Lorp of Life and Love— 
even CHRIST. 


THE PAINTINGS. 
THE CARRYING OUT OF THE THEME, 


Note :—The following description has been written by 
the Vicar, Rev. F. Lewis Donaldson, after consultation with 
the painter, Mr. J. Eadie Reid. Readers who intend to 
study the paintings with the aid of this sketch are advised to 
begin with the outermost panels and work towards the centre. 
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The general idea of the two outermost Panels 
(ic. the one on the extreme left and the one on the 
extreme right). In these, Labour is suffering under 
tyranny and oppression, and is in travail and sorrow. 
There is but little looking upward, and gloom and 
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despair prevail ; though, even so, some faces are turning 
towards the light, a symbol of the beginning of redemp- 
tion and reform. 

The Panel on the extreme right.—In this, Latour 
is seen either carrying massive material or dragging 
some unseen weight, without hope or expectation, with 
bowed head and back. No face can be discerned look- 
ing upward, but all seem absorbed in the mere burden 
of existence, In the foreground is the figure of a 
fallen man symbolizing Labour overwhelmed by its 
burden. ‘The quiet, watchful figure above represents 
Mammon, oblivious to all but his own personal aggran- 
dizement ; bags of money are on his lap, and a grim 
callousness to the pain around him is expressed in his 
countenance and bearing. ‘The dim figure of a woman 
in front symbolizes Luxury in attendance upon her 
master, Mammon. Oyerhead is the Angel of Sorrow, 
bearing the globe of destiny, which is opague, and in 
which, therefore, it is hard to read man’s destiny. But 
a close scrutiny reveals a dim gleam which signifies, even 
under such conditions, hope of good to come. 

Panel on the extreme left.—In this panel, poverty, 
pain, and sorrow are shown in various figures, viz., in 
mother and child, father and daughter, husband and 
wife. In the extreme left corner a man is sitting, 
bruised and broken. He sees no hope and contem- 
plates nothing but death. A mother is striving to 
direct a young girl, her daughter, towards the light. 
A woman is trying to help forward a poor wretch, 
fallen and bandaged—her father. On the right is the 
kneeling figure of a man, his hands covering his face, 
weeping with bitter grief. Near him is a strong man, 
with uplifted hands, cursing his fate, while his wife 
tries to restrain and comfort him. Behind to the left, 
is a figure representing old age in its weariness and pain. 
Two men standing higher up on the extreme left 
symbolize ancient Philosophy, contemplating abstract 
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wisdom, but unable to initiate, or even formulate, what 
is needed for reform, and expending itself in fruitless 
speculation. In the distance, in this and other panels, 
the ever moving and necessary current of human life 
and labour can be seen. Men are stripped for oppres- 
sive labour with molten metals, ‘The general con- 
ditions are bad, and yet, even so, a few faces are 
beginning to turn towards the source of light and of 
redemption. The dim figure at the side of this picture 
symbolizes current Society—cold and remote, careless, 
indifferent, and blind to the tragedy of Labour’s lot. 
Above all is the figure of the angel of sorrow with the 
globe of destiny, in which, though opaque and mys- 
terious, a close scrutiny reveals a gleam of light sym- 
bolic of good to come. 
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The general idea of the Second Panel from ex- 
treme left and Second Panel from extreme right.— 
In these two paintings the redemption of Labour is 
proceeding. Love is developing fellowship and union, 
and is raising the conditions of earthly toil. Men and 
women may be seen earnestly assisting one another, and 
the general movement is upward, and faces are more 
generally turned towards the “Strong Son of Gon, 
Immortal Love,” Who is the Source of the redeeming 
power. 

The Second Panel from extreme left.—The re- 
demption of Labour is symbolized in this picture by a 
woman, outcast, neglected and scorned, who is being 
lifted up by others. Her rescuers (a woman-leader 
with her co-worker in redemption) are directing her 
attention to the Curistr, and her face is turned as if 
towards Him, from Whom the light suffuses her coun- 
tenance. In the foreground is the figure of a young 
man tortured by doubt, worn by privation, but strug- 
gling against the prevalent conditions of society. Next 
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to him is a strong man in the prime of life, capable of 
full enjoyment of labour and striving to break the 
bonds which bind him, so that he too may move 
toward the light. Next to him is a man, old and worn, 
his life spent, yet feeling that something still is lying in 
the beyond, and that the promise given has not been 
a vain one, and is still worthy of his faith. At the 
extreme right is the figure of a man who has grown 
hopeful of good, and is looking earnestly towards the 
source of all good. The prominent figure in this panel 
and the equivalent figure in the corresponding panel on 
the right represent the guide or leaders of men, of 
whatever kind, who are striving to enlighten their 
brethren, and to unite individuals and classes in the 
common effort of redemption. 

The second Panel on extreme right.—The promi- 
nent figure symbolizes those who lead or teach or unite 
mankind. A husband and wife are coming forward, 
signifying the redemption of Family Life. In the fore- 
ground are a miner, a shepherd and an agriculturist, 
representatives of three great departments of man’s 
activity. ‘Throughout this painting the idea of inspi- 
ration drawn from the Faith of Curist is symbolized by 
the upturned faces and the general attitude and_ten- 
dency of the figures depicted. In the background, the 
struggle of Labour with unrighteous conditions of life 
is still proceeding, but the general effect of the sym- 
bolism of this painting, and of the corresponding one 
on the opposite side, gives the impression of Faith, 
Hope, and Love, with a corresponding progress towards 
good and Gop. 

In these two panels the artist has achieved a notable 
piece of symbolism, by showing how the change in the 
spirit and policy of human society will affect its out- 
ward fabric and structure. In the outermost panel to 
the left, he has depicted the ugliness of modern indus- 
trialism by the factory chimneys, which belch forth 
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their smoke and dirt, and disfigure and darken the 
skies. ‘The gloom of the sorrow and travail of men, 
caused by the mere pursuit of riches, and the growth 
of unhallowed and unrestrained industrialism, is sym- 
bolized by these chimneys and smoke. In the two 
panels now before us (the second from the extreme left 
and the second from the extreme right), the change in 
human endeavour and policy is symbolized by am equiva- 
lent alteration in outward things. A mystic change comes 
over even the factories. ‘The smoke disappears, and 
the chimneys and factories assume almost architectural 
shapes and proportions. They become almost beauti- 
ful! Thus we learn the great truth that all these 
outward things are sacramental. If the doings of man 
be foul, so will the very air he breathes be foul ; if his 
deeds be ugly, so will his buildings and streets and 
cities. If, again, he be redeemed to fellowship and 
love, the very outward fabric and structure of his towns 
and cities will sacramentally reflect this love. In these 
wonderful pictures we see this great truth symbolically 
expressed by the painter’s art. As the light eternal 
radiates from the eternal love of Curist, the shadows 
flee, the foul smoke is driven outwards and finally 
disappears, leaving even factory and warehouse trans- 
figured, 
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General idea of the two Panels next to the 
centre.—These represent the triumph of Labour re- 
deemed by Love, and able now to offer to the Lorp of 
Love a free service and a pure offering in fellowship one 
with another, and with Him. 

The Panel on the left of the centre.—Sculpture, 
as representing the plastic art, is symbolized by a man 
holding the model of a figure which is kneeling in 
devotion. Next to him is the author and student with 
his book, symbolizing knowledge. ‘lhe craftsman 
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stands in the pride of physical energy, symbolizing all 
the workers in the materials which the earth yields, 
He represents all the manual crafts. A man holding 
the model of a ship symbolizes the conquest of the sea, 
and labourers of all kinds, who ‘*‘ go down to the sea in 
ships.” ‘The woman worker engaged in the daily 
round and common task yet finds a glory, reflected 
from the Curist, in what may seem merely menial, but 
is really essential to the happiness of mankind. This 
figure, and others in the paintings, represent the millions 
of women engaged in industry throughout the world. 
Close by the woman, and on the common platform of 
mankind, is the king or ruler, signifying “ principalities 
and powers,” and the labour of government. He 
stands crown in hand, acknowledging the homage due 
to the source of all authority, even Curist. The 
lowest figure here is the schoolmaster, as if to sym- 
bolize the fact that in the training of the young lies 
the foundation of every art and craft. This idea is 
balanced, in the corresponding panel on the right of 
the centre, by the figure of a mother and her child. 
The mother and the teacher are the first in the edu- 
cation of mankind. 

The upper part of this panel and of the next on the 
right of the centre represent the twelve apostles as 
sharers in the glory of their Lorp. Other painters have 
beautifully depicted this glory by aureole of Cherubim. 
Here it is depicted rather by the firstfruits of His 
kingdom, the workers of Galilee. 

The Panel on the right of the centre.—An architect 
offers his work, symbolized by the model of a church. 
By his side is the builder who, with the architect, 
symbolize all the arts and crafts of building. The 
next figure is that of a woman, representing the life of 
thought and culture. The glory of maternity and its 
service for Gop and man is symbolized by the figures 
of a mother and her babe. The liberal arts, painting

and music, are shown expressing themselves through 
instruments of colour or form, endeavouring to trans- 
late the message they are receiving from the Eternal 
Worb. 


IV. 


The Centre Panel. The Christ as the Apotheosis 
or Deification of Labour. 


UR Lorp is represented as the source of Light, 
and Life, and Love. He stands in an attitude 
of majesty, with uplifted arms, suggesting partly com- 
mand, partly appeal, invitation and encouragement— 
“Come unto Me, all ye that travail, and are heavy 
laden, and I will refresh you.” And again, ‘ My 
Faruer worketh hitherto, and I work.” Behind the 
uplifted hands, and through the ether, shines the symbol 
of the Cross, and the mark of His suffering may be 
traced in the sacred hands. He appears as the Co- 
worker, and Inspirer of all service in the travail or 
labour of mankind, as the One in Whom men realize 
that work is not merely a medium of fame or gain, 
but is in itself worship, and a return of the gift or 
talent which has been reposed in them, and which is 
a means of fulfilling the eternal purpose of Gop. Each 
act and every service, however humble, are potent to aid 
the divine purpose, if done in fellowship and good will. 
In the picture the Curisr is represented as coming with 
the glory of the dawn of the true life of mankind, while 
the Cross, glowing in the light of “the day of the 
Lorp,” symbolizes the triumph of Labour, consummated 
through sacrifice, fellowship, and love.
